The Feehan community en- 
riched their culture when two 


Japanese school teachers came 


for a visit to see how American 
school life differs from what they 
Hidenori 


‘Matsushima and Sapho Seike 
spent one week observing and 


teaching everyone at Bishop 
Feehan High School, even the 
faculty themselves. 

Bishop Feehan was not the 
first, or the last stop for the Japa- 


nese educators. Their tour of the 
United States began in July. They 
visited California, Washington 


D.C., Philadelphia, New York, 
and Boston. Seike said, “I would 
think you have some of the bet- 
ter students in this school.” She 


proceeded to say that Feehan stu- 
dents possess an enthusiasm and 





willingness to learn. 

During their visit with us, 
Matsushima and Seike found 
many surprising differences be- 


tween the schools. Driving to 
school was at the top of the list. 
In Japan, students are not al- 


lowed to drive until they reach 
the age of 18. Even then, most 
students opt for bicycles. Also, 
students have classes which last 
for 50 minutes, and they have 10 
minutes between classes. Finally, 
where students at Feehan are 
used to rotating a schedule, in Ja- 
pan students are used to a set 
schedule. 

After an enjoyable and in- 
sightful week for both the Feehan 
community and the Japanese 
teachers, it was time for them to 
move on. Their journey contin- 
ued, and Seike summed up her 
experience at Feehan by saying, 
“This trip has been a very stimu- 
lating trip for me. If lam able to 
go home and communicate En- 
glish even better to my students, 
then it will have been well worth 
the effort!”

The 1996-97 school year brought many changes to Bishop 
Feehan’s science department with the addition of three new 
teachers: Mrs. Eileen Correia, Mrs. Marilyn Presto, and Mrs. 
Margaret Stenerson-Reynolds. These teachers brought a new 
outlook to an old favorite - chemistry. This year students par- 
ticipated in a chemistry essay contest as well as completed 
projects on people who have influenced this science as we 
study it today. Chemistry II classes have conducted numer- 
ous experiments according to Mrs. Stenerson-Reynolds who 
believes in stressing application and independent study. 

Another change came with the introduction of an AP Bi- 
ology class. Students visited the Boston Museum of Science 
where they participated in a lab on DNA transformation. They 
also took a field trip to U Mass.- Amherst where along with 
the Chemistry I classes they attended lectures and toured the 
labs. 

Mr. Christopher Grant’s marine biology class went on a 
field trip to Woods Hole. Several guest speakers helped Mrs. 
Michelle Taylor’s anatomy and physiology classes to gain 
better insight into the health profession. Among them were a 
physical therapist, an emergency medical technician, and a 
physician’s assistant. Students were also required to build a 
model of a specific body cell. 

The introduction of the new Lab Assistant Program also 
brought big changes to the science department. Students who 
were selected learned a great deal about laboratory proce- 
dures by preparing solutions, setting up labs, and helping 
teachers with larger classes. Some students had the opportu- 
nity to demonstrate their scientific knowledge by judging a

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THE FINE PRINT 


The 1997 Flashback was printed by the Delmar Co. division of Herff Jones Inc. of Charlotte, North Carolina, 28270. The 
company representative for Flashback was Mr. George S. Petro. 

The cover was bound with matte black lexatone material. The partial front cover and full back cover was grained with 
texture #1815, Caracule. The cover was also foil stamped with special effects foil #FE18, “Oil”. 

The endsheet material was 65 Ib. Graphika Vellum Wheat with applied PMS 349 hunter green ink. The front endsheet 
design was conventionally designed by hand and later transferred into desktop publishing with Aldus PageMaker v.5.0. 
The yearbook was printed on 100 Ib. Bordeaux Gloss paper stock. Most of the body copy throughout the yearbook was set 
in 10 pt. Palatino using Delmar’s Bears v.5.4 copyfitting software. Captions were set in 8 pt. Palatino bold italic and 
Palatino italic. Headlines trough out the book were produced using type faces in various point sizes. The type faces 
included Palatino, Umbra, Cooper Black, American Typewriter Medium, VAG Rounded Black, and Colossalis Medium. 
All photos were digitally scanned by Delmar, and there are 32 pages of process color with eight additional pages of poeceee 
color on the Gate Fold. All of the specialty marble texture were created specifically for the y earbook by student Danielle K 
Szelag. The divider pages as well as other selected pages were laid out using Aldus PageMaker v.5.0. All other pages were 
conventionally laid out. 

Most of the Jeune te Se were taken by Chestnut Hill Studios, Ltd., Seekonk, Massachusetts 02771, with some additional 
photos submitted by the students and faculty of Bishop Feehan High School. 


The 1997 Flashback had a press run of 600 copies containing 232 pages. 
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
